'’rancimco, Ju ly 8.—The Chron- 
morning prints a aeries of let­ 
. affidavits fo n n i among the ef- 
s of the late A bner L. Blake, form- 
f in th e United States Customs ser­ 
vice at P ort Townsend. 
H e died under 
mysterious circumstances at Chicago last 
May while on his way to W ashington. 
The article shows th at Blake, who had 
been removed from the Customs service, 
held the opinion that H. F. Baeoher, a 
aon of the late Henry W ard Beecher, 
who holds a responsible position in the 
Customs service at Port Townsend, had 
defrauded the Government. 
In one in­ 
stance he had withheld from an inform­ 
e r the am ount due him growing out of a 
1 arge opium seizure, the seizure iu ques­ 
tion being fonrteen barrels 
of opium 
found hidden in Alaoken Bay, having 
been placed there by the steam er Idaho. 
The seizure of qpiam was 
sold by 
the Government for $32,000, of which 
Inform er 
G. 
M. 
Rouse 
waa 
to 
have received about $10,000. 
In the 
papers of Biake it is shown th at a China­ 
man named An Cooy, of Victoria, was 
substituted as a dummy informer and 
given a small sum of money. 
These and 
o ther serious charges of irregularities 
were made by Blake to the officials at 
W ashington, b a t no attention being 
paid to them, Biake started East with 
them , b at was induoed to stop at Chi­ 
cago and there died in a hospital. 
I d a letter written by Rouse from Chi­ 
cago he expresses th e belief th at Blake 
there m et “ Bill” M inty, form erly em­ 
ployed on the steam er Evangule, run by 
Beecher, and th at foul play followed, re­ 
sulting in his death to prevent exposure. 
All of Blake's papers fell into the Chron­ 
icle'* hands, and it prints them in ex­ 
tenso. 
Among the affidavits is one charging 
th at Beecher paid out various amounts 
for expenses and for government sup* 
plies, in eaoh instance collecting^ more 
from the government than he paid out.

settlem ent of the case, the lower court 
ordered the husband to pay his wife 
alimony and counsel fees, aggregating 
$3000. 
He appealed on the ground that 
the allowance was excessive, but the 
court declines to interfere with the ac­ 
tion of the lovvqr court, and \N bite must 
pay the bill w ith the further sum that 
has accumulated since the case has been 
on appeal.

from whioh the second one came, to lose 
no time in disinfecting th e bed and room 
occupied by the girl during her stay at 
their institution,.and every possible pre­ 
caution should lie taken to prevent any 
further spread of the disease. 


Associated Press Dispatches to the Hkralp. 
St. Louls, July 8.— Ar.uas meeting of 
citizens called to tako public action wit h 
regard to iuvitiug the President to visit 
St. Louis in th e autum n, assembled this 
afternoon and adopted the fellowiug res­ 
olution: 
“ The people of St. Louis as* 
aembled in public meeting respectfully 
and earnestly extend to the President of 
the United States and Mrs. Cleveland on 
invitation to visit this city and become 
its guests for the week commencing Octo­ 
ber 2, 1887. 
In doing so they beg leave 
to urge on the President their desire to 
give him a welcome th at will demon- 
strato the respect they have for him, as a 
public oflioer and as a man.” The Mayor 
of St. Louis and a committee of fifty to 
be selected by him are appointed to pro­ 
ceed to W ashington and deliver tbia in­ 
vitation to the President. 
THE NEW YORK PBRAS. 
N ew YoIik, July 8.—Regarding the 
President’s letter declining to go to St. 
Louis the Tribune says: The President 
is now in full retreat before Union 
veterans, and will not increase public 
respect for his civic preeminence by 
ignobly skulking in W ashington either 
atraid or ashamed to meet the nation’s 
bravest and best defenders in the war 
for the Union. 
The Timex says: 
The dignified and 
patriotio l«tter of the President w ith­ 
draw ing his acceptance of the invitation 
to visit St. Louis during the encampment 
of Grand Army is calculated to make 
th at organization ashamed of the conduct 
of its most conspicuous members. 
It 
(the incident) will uot h a rt the Presi­ 
dent, but there is danger that it will 
hurt the orgm ization, made up of veter­ 
ans whom the people hav* every reason 
and every desire to honor." 
Tbe World says: 
“ Tbe President^ 
withdraw al of his acceptance of th e invi* 
tation of the people of St. Louis to visit 
their city ia generally regretted. 
Com­ 
ing direntlv after his qulok retreat in tbe 
m atter ot tin battle flags, one would 
th in k ft would have an unfavorable 
effect upon bis n p u taiio n fo rp lu ik ."

W ashington, July 8 .-^So nothing of 
a sensation was created ia tbe Treasury 
D partm ent this afternoqu by H e dis­ 
covery that a trusty official iu the de­ 
partm ent has been guilty bf a systematic 
attem pt to defraud th e g< vernu.ent. He 
was arrested at W ilkesb rre yesterday 
eveuing as he was about to take the 
train for W ashington. 
His name is 
Ojear J. Harvey and h e iias been em­ 
ployed in tbe departmei t siuoe .June 
1885, wheu he was appo ated chief of 
horse claims division oi th > third audit­ 
ors office and it was while he held this 
position that be p rpetrab d the frauds. 
On tbe second of Ju n e laat he was 
transferred to the head of a div.sion in 
tbe second comptroller’s c flics division, 
which has charge of claim of the s-:me 
nature us those iu the < ivision which 
li« 
had 
just 
left, j Austin 
H. 
Brown, of Iudianapoltssuoéeeded Harvey 
us chief ot horao claims, and soon after 
he took charge of the offiei he discover­ 
ed thu frauds of which his predecessor 
had been guilty. 
They consisted of the 
passage of forty-three fraudulent claims 
for horses, aggregating $99,000, and the 
preparation of many additional case* of 
a similar nature which ware uuder con­ 
sideration in (be office. 
The work involved the stealing cf 
numerous incriminating papers from the 
tiles of the department, and in thirteen 
claims it was found th at signatures in­ 
volving the names of thirty-eight officers 
were forgeries. 
Subsequently it was 
found that tbe second auditors name had 
beeu forged to certificates received from 
th at office, and also th a t 4 few cases 
entered on the records of that offico had 
the stam p of difleront c lficiils which had 
been forged. 
Drafts were regularly is­ 
sued, and the 
examination of tuch 
as • have been returned as paid, shows 
th at Harvey and W ynn are one and the 
same person,and that although the drafts 
were drawn in favor of olaimanta, the 
money, with one or two exosptioos, went 
directly to Harvey or aome of his rela­ 
tives. 
Iu addition to the forty-three 
oases pasted there have besn 150 similar 
cases adjusted, aggregating $30,000, and 
there are still pending and unadjusted 
sixty-eight cases, amounting to $13,600, 
making a total ot 101 fraudulent caiea, 
which 
might 
eventually 
have 
beeu 
paid 
but 
for 
the 
discov­ 
ery. 
Harvey 
was 
brought 
to 
the city by officers of the seoret servios, 
who have kept him under surveillance 
sinoe he was first suspected. 
He asked 
to see th e secretary, and wheo he was 
informed of the evidence against him he 
broke dtyrn completely and made a full 
confession of his gnilt.

J u d g e U » h e r N a rra ste* t h e F u ll 
H is t o r y o f tfs e B o a t . 
K ansas City, Jnly 8.—The Pacific 
Railway Commission to-day examiued 
at groat length Judge P . Usher, the at* 
toruey for the Kansas Pacific railway, 
now one of the attorneys of the Union 
Pacific, and the man who jlrew up the 
mortgage consolidating the Union and 
Kansas Pacific roads. 
Judge Usher 
narrated the story of the Kansas Pacific 
from the time of its inception. 
Com­ 
missioner Andersou 
interrogated 
the 
witness with regard to the certificates of 
stock of the Leavenworth, Pawnee and 
W estern road, which Gen. Stone had said 
had been distributed in large quantities to 
persona supposed to have influence over 
members of Congress. 
Judge Usher 
denied positively th at the certificate at­ 
tributed to him had ever been in fact 
delivered to him. 
He characterized the 
certificates as spurious and said he had 
not learned of their existence till after 
tbe paHsage 
of the act of July 1st, 
1862. 
He had no knowledge of any at­ 
tem pt to influence any member of Con- 
f 
;rets. 
W itness 
described at great 
ength the progress of 
the Kansas 
Pacific up to 1878, when vigorous«fforta 
were made by the company to acquire a 
legislative right of through freight over 
the line of the Union Pacific, by com­ 
pelling tbe latter company to accept and 
deliver through freight at Cheyenne. 
W itness and others went to W ashington 
in the winter of 1878, and there he met 
Jay Gould, who suggested th at the 
K ansas Paoifio stockholders sell their 
stock to him (Gonld.) 
All the Kansas 
Pacitio stockholders agreed to sell at 
12¿ per oent. and the bargain was eon* 
eluded in tbe spriug of 1879. 
A pecu­ 
liar feature of the mortgage was a 
special provision by which the securities 
of Jay Gould and Russel Sage were ex­ 
empted from commutation rates and 
were entitled to be retired at a specified 
sum of $3,400,000 iu bonds. 
Judge Usher could not remember 
why this provision had been inserted. 
The only instructions be had received 
were from Jay Gould personally. 


SOME O F T H E E N T R IE S . 
W itness was then examined with re- 
gaid to a number of items found on the 
K ansas Paoifio books showing payments 
for legal expenses. Among them were 
$7500 to Wm. E. Chandler in 1874 for 
assisting to get a pro rate bill passed by 
Congress; an item of $5000 for extraord­ 
inary expenses at Topeka by Attorney 
Dennis; $4749 to John B. Henderson of 
St. Louis; $745 paid Horaoe W hite; 
$2000 to Shoemaker and $11,000 paid to 
R. C. Iogersoll of W ashington, tor as­ 
sisting in the passage of bills.

the present enterprise of publishing its 
own school books. 
For if the scheme in 
this State becomes unquestionably suc­ 
cessful, other S'atea will follow its ex. 
ample, aud in a short time the occupa­ 
tion of the great school.book ring would 
be gone. 
Hence, no effort will be left 
nutried to crjpple and destroy the Cali­ 
fornia scheme. To do so, they will seize 
upon every straw ; they will make moun­ 
tains out of mole-hi Hi; they will mis­ 
represent and magnify. 
In short, they 
will reeort to any kind of tactics ,to kill 
the plan to furnish the children with 
school books at coat.
